Foreword

between them and the old school. In it they see pictured the faces of old 
friends, with facts about them which call to life memories of a half-forgotten 
past. In it they read articles reminiscent of school activities which were so dear to them 
in their short stay at Central. In it they see their old teachers, their surroundings, 
and everything that was so familiar. In short, they see the spirit of Central as it 
was to their class, and as it always will be to them individually. 

So important a book should not be a makeshift. It should have enduring qualities. 
The 1926 Brecky Staff has endeavored to give the class a BRECKY unique 1n its con- 
struction, yet based on the same solid foundations as in the past. It has taken for its 
theme the development of the nation from a small cluster of colonies in 1776 to a world 
power in 1926, as its part in the celebration of America’s sesquicentennial. 
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To carry out this theme it has employed the arts of pen and brush. The title pages 
are the most striking examples. On them in pictorial form are the different periods 
of American history. Opposite these pages are decorative examples of the poet’s art, 
describing the changes in custom and costume in the hundred-and-fifty-year period. 
The articles are also indicative of the theme. There is one on early schools in America. 
To show the growth of cooperation there is an article on school cooperation, describing 
the activities of the students in Central, a typically modern school. Our splendid music 
room, with its modern facilities, has its share of attention. The Dramatic Association, 
now a mighty force in the school, is described in detail. The list of charter members 
of the National Honor Society, a new development in education, is one of the special 
features of this year’s BREcKY. 


The decorative scheme of the book is thoroughly up to date. Silhouettes are espe- 
cially prominent among illustrators this year. 


The plan of the biographical section of the 1926 Brecxy is also new. ‘This section 
is, of course, the bulk of the book. It is the part most read and reread. The old 
form of biography has given place to a tabulated form, which leaves nothing to be 
desired in the way of information. The honors, activities, and future schools Em all 
listed.

Coe Society has a nation-wide membership of honor students in secondary 
ico it fata Saeee with the avowed purpose of publicly Soe scholarship, 
character, and service among the students of the secondary se oo a e rae The 
percentage of students in one chapter is, of necessity, limited. Therefore, tl e selection 
of members must be made very carefully, and with fine distinction as to eligibility for 
membership. So the Society decided to use the method adopted by Phi Beta Kappa, the 
college honor fraternity. The upper one-fourth of the senior class is selected upon the 
basis of scholarship. After this list nas been submitted to the entire faculty for recom. 
mendation, the names of these students are then brought before a council of faculty 
members. This council, after due consideration of scholarship and school service, desig- 
nates the member of the Society. The council also designates 5 percent of a class during 
its sixth semester. Then, when that class moves to the seventh semester, 5 percent more 
are chosen. This process is repeated when the class moves forward to the eighth 
semester. This procedure gives all the upper-class pupils an opportunity for membership, 
Thus it may be seen that the students must meet most rigid requirements to become 
members of the Honor Society. 


The installation of the Alpha Chapter was held in conjunction with the meeting of 
the Association of Secondary School Principals, which was held in the Central High 
School Auditorium during the week of February 22, 1926. The formal initiation took 
place before a gathering of the principals on Wednesday, February 24, 1926. Dr.

Dr. Rynearson opened the initiation with a short speech of welcome to the new members 
of the Honor Society, and introduced Mr. Miller. After a short commendatory speech 
by Mr. Miller, the gathering was favored by an organ selection by Mr. Wood.

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Concerning Early Schools in America 


“Reading, riting, and ’rithmetic,’? the fundamentals 
of education, have been taught in many ways and under 
various conditions since education was first ‘introduced in 
America. 

The pioneers in America brought with them a desire for 
knowledge; many of them were among the most. brilliant 
graduates of Cambridge. Laws were passed at an early date 
in New England providing for the establishment of schools 
in all communities of over fifty families. In the beginning 
fhe chief idea in the minds of those establishing educational 
institutions was religious enlightenment, but this seems to 
have to some extent given way to the idea of general culture. 

Early schools were both private and publie institutions. 
A certain amount of knowledge in reading and writing was 
necessary to attend the public schools, and private schools 
generally served to give this elementary instruction. In many 
cases this primary education was given at home by parents. 

The absence of towns and the existence of plantations 
with miles between neighbors made schools impracticable in 
the South and West. Here we find the private tutor and 
itinerant instructor dispensing education. It was not until 
the twenty-five-year period following’ the Civil War that free 
public schools were established in the South and West. 

In the desire to make the grammar school more effective 
and possibly more popular, it was not always kept in the 
same place. In many towns conflicts were frequent between 
the ardent advocates of a central grammar school and those 
who wished and believed that it should be made as far- 
reaching as possible. Frequently certain areas were divided 
into districts with each district having the benefit of the 
school a certain length of time—four or five months. Some- 
times under this plan it would take two or three years to 
complete the circuit. The grammar school, whether stationary 
or moving, did not supply educational opportunities for all 
pupils; many lived at too great distances to attend; many 
parents held strong convictions that the schools were inade- 
quate. Hence school matters occasioned stormy quarrels in 
the ancient town meeting. These conflicts went on from 
generation to generation. 4

Dramatic training as a school activity has come to be 
an important part of the extra-curricular work in most 
large high schools in the country. The reasons for the po Du. 
larity of this activity with both the teachers and the te 
dents are twofold: First, by presenting plays a popular 
diversion 1S offered and a revenue for carrying on other 
activities is obtained ; and, second, the members themselves 
benefit greatly by the training. 

Here at Central the Dramatie Association stands close 
to the top as a school activity. In a review of our four years 
at Central, the Spring Play stands out in each year as one 
of the important events. 

Central’s Dramatic Association has always done _ its 
share in bringing money into the school coffers through its 
plays and in training the ‘“‘young idea’’ how to act. Few 
people realize when they see a Central production the hours 
of work which hundreds of people, students and teachers 
alike, give to a play. To the east it means giving up every 
afternoon to rehearsal, going over every line and every bit 
of business until each is thoroughly mastered and the play 
is a smooth-running, easily understood piece of dramatic 
work worthy to go on the Central stage. The stage crew, the 
sewing and art departments, the Bank, and other organiza- 
tions put in equally long and arduous labor to contribute 
their part to the success of the whole. All this is done for a 
few performances before the public. 

Why, you ask, do the school authorities allow so much 
valuable time to be put on anything which has no actual 
connection with studies? There are numerous reasons. The 
most important is the training the people who work on the 
play get along their chosen lines of endeavor.

UR stay at this harbor of Central has been brought to its inevitable close. 

The time has come to sail forth into the calling sea. In comparison with our 
~aaq whole journey, these past four years have been but a short pause. We will 
stop at many ports in the future, but hardly at another on which we ean look back with 
such pleasant memories, as we ean tonight, and recall the friendships and school 
activities, which have concealed the true span of time. 

As I look back tonight, my whole being is fired with a spirit of gratitude—a spark 
which inspires the heart of our whole class. To my mind return those scenes of high 
school which one could hardly forget. In all of them stand out the teachings that we 
have received from the different branches of Central. Four years of endeavor by the 
faculty have made their mark. We go to higher institutions knowing that the educa- 
tion we are to receive is valuable not because it is an accumulation of impracticable 
knowledge, but because of its underlying principles which are applicable to every-day 
life. That is the accomplishment that demands our gratitude to the faculty. More- 
Over, our course has by no means been one of study only. Athletics, cadets, publications, 
debates, dramatics, and scores of other activities have been ours for the taking. And 
they did not oceupy our time without impressing their lessons upon us. We have learned 
to fight and to fight squarely, to work and to work hard, to take our losses like a sport, 
to receive orders from the other fellow, to give our best with no material reward in 
sight. It is for these phases of school life that we are most grateful. It does seem 
rather hard to leave all this, but college holds forth an appeal which offsets this loss. 
In a comparatively short time we shall swing into its life, where we may build upon 
these very same principles. As we bid Central farewell, our fondest hope is that our 
achievement will be ample interest on the invaluable foundation that she has invested 
in the Class of 1926.

Five hundred strong, 
they draw up the anchor and hoist the wing-like sails; and now that all is in readiness, 
they look toward the shore and wave a last farewell. The vessel starts slowly, is caught 
by the stiffening breeze, and now sails bravely out, as the first rays of a brighter dawn 
gleam over the water’s edge.

rates or established special free schools for the poor, it placed them in the position of 
recipients of charity and thus repelled many who would have most profited from school 
experience. From the middle of the nineteenth century, provision was made in the 
steadily increasing number of states for the adequate support by state and local taxation 
of schools free to all, rich and poor alike. ; ig 

There is a generally erroneous idea that the colonists built the schoolhouse soon after 
towns were settled. As a matter of fact, the meeting house, the grist mill, and the pound 
all preceded the schoolhouse. Naturally with their religious zeal the church preceded 
the school; the meeting house was the first public building; and the schoolhouse often 
waited for more than a generation before it was voted and longer before it was built. 
Frequently a house was rented or the town hall was used for the school. An old reeord 
of Marlboro, N. H., shows that in 1807, $170 was voted for the construction of a new 
schoolhouse; quite a contrast to the hundreds of thousands of dollars that are appro- 
priated for a modern school. 

Barly schoolhouses were often very rudely furnished, using barrels with a board on 
the top for desks. Discipline was rigid, not to say barbarous in the extreme. Punish- 
ment was deemed necessary. It was not uncommon to flog pupils until they dropped 
from exhaustion, or to thrash the palms of their hands until they were covered with 
blisters. 

Out of all this, what? The survival of the fittest, a sturdy, self-contained, self- 
reliant people—poor readers, poor spellers, but generally good writers, with no knowledge 
of geography or history or grammar, with little knowledge of arithmetic, but sturdy of 
character, the genuine American whom we delight to honor.
